And there went the surplus, which has ac­ 
cumulated because every oil well in the state of 
Texas has been pumped for every barrel of 
crude it was able to produce 24 hours of every 
day last year, performance that can be repeated 
only for a few more years because the oil is 
rapidly petering out. And when the oil is gone the 
bonus revenue will stop pouring in and the high 
operating costs being built into the state budget 
will necessitate a gigantic new series of taxes, 
probably in the form of personal state income 
and property taxes on an economy that may be 
at a low ebb, to state it mildly. 
What responsible political leadership ought to 
do with surplus money now and during the next 
few years is establish a fund that will provide an 
annual endowment to our state budget for the 
decades ahead.

Hospital board 
to unveil plans

The Georgetown Hospital Authority is ex­ 
pected to announce Monday whether or not its 
$3.1 million loan request was approved by the 
Farm ers Home Administration. 
The hospital authority will meet with the 
Georgetown City Council at 4 p.m. Monday in 
the council chambers to discuss plans for a new 
medical facility on Interstate 35 in Georgetown. 
Also at the council session, a proposed con­ 
tract to use the Williamson County Jail and the 
city’s application for its community develop­ 
ment entitlement are slated for consideration 


gathering evidence to present to a grand jury in 
Marlin in February. 
“ In actual dollar value,” Pamplin, son of Falls 
County Sheriff Brady Pamplin, told The Sun,

Since 
then, the Falls County Sheriff’s Department has 
arrested six suspects in the Marlin area linked to 
a theft ring, he added 
Two more suspects were also arrested in 
Robertson County, Pamplin said 
One additional suspect in Houston is sought by 
authorities, he added 
The stolen merchandise found on the Gore 
ranch “ covers a remarkable range of item s,” 
Pamplin said He added that some of the goods 
were kept in a barn on the ranch, and other 
pieces of merchandise were found unprotected 
on the property. 
Gore’s attorney, William Lott of Georgetown, 
said he was not “ in a position to comment on the 
case.” 
Pamplin noted that no items were linked to 
thefts in Williamson County 
Williamson County Sheriff August Bosshard 
stated, “ My office is not making an investiga­ 
tion into this case 
A partial list of the items stolen from Falls 
County and recovered near Florence includes; 
two rolls of bailing wire, a butane bottle and 
stove, three saddles, a Remington 30.<>6 rifle and 
a Remington Model Gao rifle, live hogs, a attie- 
loading chute, an 8-horse-power riding mower, 
and a welder. 
Also, a post hole digger, two dozen aluminum 
gates, two metal gates, and an antique whiskey 
still were found 


Other 
item s recovered include western 
saddles, an assortment of hand tools, a shredder, 
stoves, livestock and assorted farm and road 
equipment 
Twenty-two items, including a Ford tractor, 
were returned to Robertson County, and large 
quantities of cigarettes and a church bell were 
returned to Limestone County.

Rationing or higher taxes?

While President Ford claims that his gasoline 
surtax would conserve fuel and Congress insists 
that gas rationing is the best solution, William­ 
son County motorists seem dismayed with both 
proposals. 
“ I certainly don’t think the government should 
raise the price of gasoline. 
Bess Queen, 204 
West 5th Street, Georgetown, told on-the-street 
reporters from The Sun office Thursday. 
It s high enough already, especially on poor 
people,” she added. 
Miss Queen said, however, that gas rationing 
isn’t to her liking either. 
“ Rationing doesn’t seem fair," she said 
“ Some people live out in the country and need 
more gasoline to drive to work; for others, it s 
not so far." 
In Washington, the executive and legislative 
branches of the federal government are locked 
in the sam e debate Bess Queen brought out 
The Ford Administration’s energy proposal is 
a crude oil excise tax of $3 a barrel 
a tax that 
will reportedly boost the price of gasoline at the 
pump by 20 cents a gallon. 
Congress has its own idea to reduce U. S. gas­ 
oline fuel consumption by I million gallons per 
day in 1975. 


Under the congressional plan, the government 


would limit each family to nine or IO gallons of 
gasoline a week by a coupon rationing system 
E xtra coupons above the lim it would be 
available at purchase centers at prices as high 
as $1 a gallon. 
“ In my own circumstances, I would have to go 
along with a higher tax and just live with it, 
W alter Scuddav, 1008 Count Club Road. 
Georgetown, said. 
Scudday, the Farm ers Home Administration 
supervisor for Williamson County, added, 
In 
my job - like many other people — I depend on 
gasoline. If there’s rationing or a ceiling on the 
number of gallons I could use, it would just kill 
m e.” 


He said he uses about 25-30 gallons of gasoline 
a week 
Howard A Long, a retired Methodist minister 
in Georgetown, warned that there s a “ tremen­ 
dous amount of money involved to implement a 
reaHoning system " 
“ I ve lived through two world wars. 
Long 
said, “ and I know that with a rationing system, 
the government builds up a force of employees 
to handle the coupons. It’s expensive." 
The administration charges that Congress 
rationing proposal would require $2 billion a 


year and 17,000 administrators. 
Long, 1606 Williams Drive, said. “ I believe if 
Congress were to mitigate an amount of tax that 
could be applied to gasoline, this would be the 
best answer.” 
Under a rationing system. Long would not be 
hard-pressed for fuel. He said he uses about six 
or seven gallons of gas a week. 
Sterling Goldsmith of Leander said that 
rationing just wouldn’t do for his family 
“ I can’t get along on just nine gallons of gas a 
week,” he stated. The minimum acceptable 
rationing ceiling would be 15 gallons. Goldsmith 
said. 
If Congress has its way, “ I might as well sell 
my car,” Mrs. Goldsmith added. 


She explained that she could no longer afford 
to attend luncheons and socials with her friends 
because the family lives out in the country. The 
Sterlings own three vehicles, and in 1974, Mrs. 
Sterling said, they drove 36,000 miles

Leschber, Walburg State Bank vice­ 
president, said that faced with the sam e choice 
law makers must make, he would pick gas 
rationing as the solution to the energy problem.

Jo Wiltzius, real estate supervisor for the 
Georgetown Urban Renewal Agency, commutes 
to Georgetown from Austin each day.

Ms. Wiltzius is in a month-by-month car pool 
with another Georgetown worker. During the 
months she drives, she uses up to 200 gallons. 
Alice Doerfler of Georgetown at first said she 
favored the President's proposal. 


“ I ve been saving gas as much as possible, and 
I d rather have us go to gas rationing than a 
higher gasoline tax." 
After mulling over her comment, however, 
Mrs Doerfler said she wanted to retract part of 
that statement 
“ I have a brother who lives here but works in 
Austin." she explained 
“ And rationing just 
wouldn’t be very fair to him — he surely couldn't 
get by with less than IO gallons a week."

WASHINGTON - Secretary 
of State Henry’ Kissinger, in­ 
siders facetiously suggest, m ay 
have been speaking out of sheer 
frustration when he rattled his 
sword and raised the spectre of 
a Middle East oil war. 
The year gone by was, after 
all, a tough one for A m erica's 
energy planners. Consider w hat 
has transpired since the A rab oil 
embargo: 
— Kissinger, the diplom atic 
superstar, has tried to talk the 
.Arabs into lowering their oil 
prices. Summoning up his noted 
gifts of persuasion, he attem pted 
to convince the oil sheikhs that 
exhorbitant prices would hurt 
them in the long run. The result: 
the Arabs raised their prices. 
— On the home front, m ean­ 
while, “Project Independence 
w as launched. It aimed at m ak­ 
ing the United States self-suffi­ 
cient in energy production by 
1985. But domestic oil produc­ 
tion is down nearly five per cent 
from last year, despite record 
profits for the oil companies. 
Coal production has also been 
extrem ely disappointing. 
— The voluntary’ oil conserva­ 
tion program has met with only 
m ild su ccess. T he F e d e ra l 
E nergy A dm inistration esti­ 
m a te s th a t A m e ric a n s still 
waste as much energy as Japan 
uses. 
President Ford will include 
some tough new conservation 
measures in his upcoming eco­ 
nomic package. But unless he 
produces a master plan for the 
international energy problem, 
the crisis will only get worse in

And those who want to con­ 
tinue on the public payroll, if 
they have the right political cre­ 
dentials, can use the White House 
as an unemployment office. 
T h e A d m in is tra tio n w ill 
usually find an am bassadorship 
or some other political appoint­ 
ment for defeated but deserving 
Republicans.

And $2,000,000 to pay 
w o r k m e n ’s c o m p e n s a t i o n 
c l a i m s to i n j u r e d s t a t e 
w orkers, who just got the right 
private em ployes have had 
since 1913 to w orkm en's com ­ 
pensation insurance 
Added up, it cuts the an­ 
ticipated budget surplus down 
to $1 billion, if you do not take 
into acco u n t th e f a ct that 
an o th er $350 m illion 
is, 
in 
effect, already spent because of 
salary schedules for school 
teachers already in the law. 
So, it is easy to see why 
s e v e r a l 
e x p e r i e n c e d 
leg islato rs, 
com m enting 
on 
Gov. B riscoe's w ide-ranging 
"S tate of the S tate” m essage, 
wondered where all the money 
was coming from. 
You probably have had that 
feeling on a trip to the super­ 
m arket, even with a recently 
fattened paycheck. 
The money just slips away 
like a green-backed frog you 
picked up on a creek bank. 
One of Briscoe's proposals 
which seem s certain to get ap­ 
proval is the tax-cut idea of tak­ 
ing the four-per cent sales tax 
off com m ercial and residential 
w ater, light and gas bills. It 
sounds real nice in these days of 
added "fuel charges” on the 
e l e c t r i c bil ls. 
I n d u s t r i a l 
utilities w ere already exem pt. 
But that will w hittle another 
$82 million off the m oney the 
Legislature has to spend. It 
seem s certain to pass, and 
som e are suggesting that the 
one per cent city sales tax 
should also be taken off those 
necessities. 
Actually, you can be certain 
that w hatever new spending is 
done by this session of the 
Legislature, it will be trim m ed 
to the point where it does not 
cause new taxes. Nor will it 
cause new taxes two years from 
now. 
The reason for that conclu­ 
sion is the m ake-up of the 
leaders of this session, from 
Gov Briscoe. Lieut. Gov Bill 
Hobby and Speaker Bill Clayton 
on down. They are fiscal con­ 
servatives, as are the decision­ 
m akers on the Senate Finance 
and House A ppropriations Com­ 
m ittees. 
And if by any chance those 
com m ittees should com e up 
with an overspent budget, the 
m ajority in both houses would 
not accept it. 
And finally, the pay-as-you-go 
provision in the Texas Constitu­ 
tion gives further assurance. If 
the money is not in sight, the 
constitution req u ires C om p­ 
troller Bob Bullock to "v eto ” 
the appropriations bill 
And it takes a four-fifths m a­ 
jority in both houses to override 
that "v eto ” . 
You'll never get four-fifths of 
e i t h e r house to a g r e e on 
anything, including the tim e of 
day. 
That will be dem onstrated 
when they vote on doing away 
with Daylight Savings Time.

Though student sentim ent is weighted against 
the school board s 6-to-l decision to continue 
h air length re strictio n s, G eorgetow n High 
School ath letes a re relieved th at tru ste e s 
abolished the tighter hair code on m ale students 
who com pete in sports 
“ Nobody expected the school board to go along 
with an unlimited hair code,' T errell Benold, 
GHS Student Council vice-president, said 
“ Athletes, however, were very satisfied that 
the board voted to drop the athletic hair code 
and to enforce the hair regulations equally,” 
Benold, a senior basketball player, added 
On Monday, Dr 
Douglas Benold, T errell's 
father, was the lone dissenter in a 6-1 reaffirm a­ 
tion of the present hair policy Trustees passed a 
motion that night to have the policy “ enforced 
equally for all students 
The board was asked in Decem ber by the stu­ 
dent council to liberalize the hair restrictions. 
John McM aster, council president, said the stu­ 
dent governm ent body will m eet Monday 
W E’LL DECIDE at that tim e w hether to 
continue to seek a hair code change or w hether 
to forget it," M aster said 
Student reaction to tru stee’s Monday decision 
varies, he added 
“ Many students wish we would pursue this, 
and then again, there are just as many who feel 
we should drop the issue and move on to more 
im portant things,” M cM aster said 
Benold. with the No. 2 seat on the council, said 
he will vote for the second alternative 


“ Personally, I would like to see an unlimited 
hair code — but th ere’s no way the board will 
ever give us that, 
he explained 
“IF A VOTE COMES UP on Monday. I’ll say 
let s drop it, because to pursue this is just a 
waste of tim e,” he concluded 
Student athletes w ere generally pleased with 
the school board's vote. 
“ I really appreciate the change in the athletic 
hair code,” L arry M aynard, junior basketball 
player, noted 
“THAT DOES NOT MEAN, though, that I 
want to drop the issue I’m still hoping for the 
unlim ited hair code, and I think students should 
pursue the issue and try to persuade the school 
board," he added 
T erry Campbell, senior basketballer, stated. 
“ A thletes are glad to have the change, but m ost 
students still want the unlim ited hair code.” 
He said he favors abolishm ent of all hair 
regulations 
When I was a sophomore at a high school in 
Longview, there was an unlim ited hair code, and 
we had no problem s then,” he said. 
Senior basketball player Kevin McCalla said 
he agreed with the school b o ard ’s decision.

The revised constitution and by-laws for the 
Friends of the Georgetown Public Library were 
posted in the library Friday morning 
On Tuesday, February 4, the Friends will 
m eet to vote on the proposed docum ents.

PTA learns of child 


What is child abuse0 — physical, sexual, and 
em otional injury of a child by a parent There 
are approxim ately 15 to 20 child abuse and child 
neglect cases reported in W illiamson County 
each month 
And that is just the “ tip of the 
iceburg," Carolyn Jones, child w elfare worker 
in Georgetown told the Georgetown PTA Tues­ 
day evening 
The PTA sponsored a child w elfare slide show 
and question and answ er period at Tuesday 
night’s m eeting in the prim ary school 
Jerry G oree, president of the Child W elfare 
Board, and Carolyn Jones and Steve Baker of the 
Child Protective Services, led the approxim ate 
IOO people through the film , “ W ednesday’s 
Child," followed by a question and answ er ses­ 
sion 
The film and the child abuse program is a 
direct response to the law enacted by the Texas 
L egislature last January. This law m akes it a 
m isdem eanor with a fine of up to $500 and or a 
six month sentence in the county jail for failure 
to report cases of child abuse to the authorities 
Since the enactm ent of the law and the cam ­ 
paign to solve this problem , the m onthly 


reported cases in Williamson County have doubl­ 
ed. 
In 1973, there w ere over 4.000 cases reported to 
the Texas D epartm ent of Public W elfare, with 
2.509 being confirm ed. Also, in that year, at least 
104 Texas children died from the abuse. 


Procedures for acting upon each case may 
vary individually, but the cases have to be 
reported before anything can be done The Child 
W elfare Board cannot instigate any proceedings 
on its own 
Normally, a person calls in a com plaint, which 
is kept strictly confidential, and then the board 
goes into action C ollateral evidence is usually 
sought before direct contact is m ade with the 
family. 
Ms Jones notes, “ The fam ilies a re usually 
glad to have help, and very few have hostile 
feelings ” 
The case w orker then decides what needs to be 
done; w hether counciling or rem oving the child 
is necessary 
In som e em ergency cases, the 
child 
is im m ediately rem oved through the 
authority of the d istrict court, and is placed in a 


abuse 


receiving home. 
The courts then decide w hether the child can 
be returned to the fam ily, or needs to be placed 
in a foster home, or placed for adoption 


Asked what some of the sym ptom s of child 
abuse and neglect that can be observed in school 
are, Ms Jones reported that physically abused 
children are much easier to identify than 
neglected ones. 
C lues from physical exam ination. W atch for: 
•Signs of general neglect, poor skin hygiene, 
and m alnutrition 
•E vidence of a withdrawn, irritable, or 
repressed personality.

employees at the Georgetown 
Community. 
The seminar will distribute 
information to shopowners and 
retail workers on how to 
protect themselves from thefts 
by shoplifters and hot-check 
writers. 
Don Hewlett, Georgetown 
Chamber of Commerce presi­ 
dent, has also proposed the 
organization of a network of 
local retailers to guard against 


such crimes. 
The Chamber executive com­ 
mittee discussed Tuesday the 
possibility of organizing an 
alert system patterned after 
the Austin-based Capital Area 
Security Council 
The security council would be 
a joint effort 'of the Chamber of 
Commerce and the local police 
department, Gene Martinka, 
local Chamber manager, said. 
If the system is adopted in 
Georgetown, any retailer who 
sees or receives a stolen or 
worthless credit card, hot or 
forged check, or a shoplifter, 
would immediately report the 
offense and all pertinent infor­ 
mation to the Georgetown 
Police Department. 
The police department would 
then verify the violation and

Cotton acreage decrease predicted 


The complexion of William­ 
son County cro p lan d w ill 
change 
d ra m a tic a lly th is 
season, agricultural experts 
predict. 
While dismal cotton prices 
continue, a prom ising milo 
m arket for 1975 is enticing 
farm ers to decrease their cot­ 
ton acreag e and plant ad ­ 
ditional grain sorghum. 
In 1974, county farm ers 
devoted 63,700 acres to cotton 
and about 130,000 acres to grain 
sorghum. 
This season, however, es­ 
tim ates peg the cotton acreage 
at about 48,000 acres. Milo 
acreage could jump as high as 
150,000 acres. 
H a r tw in 
H o lm s tro m , 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee vice- 
chairman, and Ed Carlson, ASC 
m em bers, 
predicted county 
farm ers will decrease their cot­ 
ton acreage by 25-30 percent. 
" I f co tto n p rice s d on’t 
ch an g e," C arlson said, " a 
decrease of about one-third in 
the cotton crop is possible." 
Kenneth Johnson, ASC chair­ 
man. said that the Hutto-Round 
Rock farm co m m unity is 
traditionally heavy with cotton. 
"In past years, about 60 per­ 


cent of the cro p lan d w as 
devoted to cotton and about 40 
percent to m aize,” he explain­ 
ed. 
"But this year, with high ac­ 
tivity in milo contracting, I 
hear farm ers might plant 60 
percent maize and 40 percent 
cotton," he added. 
Across the Blackland Belt, 
the switch from cotton to grain 
sorghum seems imminent 
Joe E. Cole, Blackland Farm 
New s w rite r, say s in his 
February issue: 
“The reports 
on the percentage of cotton 
acreage that will be converted 
to grain sorghum production in 
the area range from 25 percent 
to 40 percent. 
" i n re p o rts fro m o th e r 
cotton-producing areas, it is es­ 
tim ated that as high as 50 per­ 
cent of cotton acreage will be 
switched to grain-producing 
crops.” 
Farm ers in the Georgetown 
area said they plan to decrease 
their cotton acreages. They are 
skeptical, though, th a t too 
much grain sorghum produc­ 
tion would cause the milo price 
to plummet. 
"I can’t sell last year’s cotton 
crop, why would I bother to 
plant one this year?" asked 


Harold Leach, Route No. I, 
Georgetown. 
The 250 acres he devoted to 
cotton in 1974 will carry a grain 
sorghum crop this spring, he 
explained. 
Leach said he’s contracted 16 
carloads of grain sorghum at 
about $5 25 per IOO pounds. 
He will devote nearly 600 
acres to milo production in 
1975. 
For farm ers like Leach who 
have contracted a milo crop for 
$5 cwt, the decision on which 
crop to plant is not difficult. 
Jack Kauffman. Route No. 3, 
said he has refused milo con­ 
tracting offers. 
" I’d rather wait for the ac­ 
tual prices to see what the 
m arket is." Kauffman said. 
In 1974, he planted 350 acres 
in cotton and 750 acres in 
maize. He hopes to hold off un­ 
til the end of February on what 
to plant in 1975. 
TTI take into consideration 
what the prices are and what 
the m arket is like," Kauffman 
said. "And ITI talk to the other 
farm ers — maybe ITI do just 
the opposite of everybody 
else.” 
Ansel Holmstrom said he has 
contracted about 50 percent of 


his maize crop at approxim ate­ 
ly $5 cwt. He predicted a 50 per­ 
c e n t re d u c tio n in c o tto n 
acreage in the Jonah area this 
season 
" I’ve still got my 1974 cotton 
crop,” Mervin Walker, Route 
No. I. said. 
"The price of cotton is down 
to 26 or 27 cents a pound now. 
Almost everybody is talking 
about cutting back production 
quite a bit.” 
Walker said, however, that 
mositure conditions will figure 
in the cotton acreage decision. 
If he d o e sn ’t p la n t g rain 
sorghum by the end of March, 
the land will have to go to cot­ 
ton. 
Right now, he said he plans to 
plant about half as much cotton 
as he did last year. 
"But if everybody plants cot­ 
ton,” he cautioned, "then the 
county will have a hard time un­ 
loading it. The price of milo 
might drop to $3 a hundred, and 
we’d be right where we are in 
the cotton situation." 
Another factor in his final 
decision on cotton acreage will 
be the prospect of an energy- 
saving proposal th a t could 
reduce the production of syn­ 
thetic fibers. 


Kiwanis Club meeting 
Learning disabilities program 
needs support, professor says 


Civic and service clubs are 
needed to assure the communi­ 
ty of the advantages of the 
language and learning dis­ 
abilities program in Texas 
public schools, D r. B illie 
G a r r e t t 
F u llin g im , 
S o u th w e ste rn 
U n iv e rs ity 
professor, said Monday. 
Dr. Fullingim was invited to 
speak by the G eorgetow n 
Kiwanis Club. The club's theme 
this year is to assist children 
with learning disabilities. 
"W e need to educate the 
public, to assure people that 
nothing about the program is 
strange or in any way harm ­ 
ful." Dr. Fullingim told the 
Georgetown Kiwanis Club. 
Dr Fullingim, who initiated 
an SU program in 1972 to 
prepare teachers to work with 
children and young students 
with learning disabilities, ex­ 
plained the philosophy behind 
Plan A, the new concept of 
comprehensive special educa­ 
tion in Texas. 
She noted that the plan 
“ s t r i v e s 
to 
m a k e 
th e 
educational experience relate 
specifically to the needs of each 
in d iv id u a l. 
It p r e c lu d e s 
isolating some children from 
their peers and from the day-to- 
day 
competitive experiences 
that all must face in the adult 
world of tomorrow 
"Its aim is to provide an 
educational opportunity with 
the ultimate goal of individual 
self-sufficiency. 
Early childhood education, 
. proper evaluation 
and in­ 
dividual planning, 
individ­ 
ualized instruction and ordinary 
classroom involvement are all 
part of the plan to promote lear­ 
ning in students with learning 
disabilities, she said. 
Dr 
Fullingim said that a 
‘learning disability is difficult 
to define 
"IT USUALLY MEANS A 
PRO BLEM in le arn in g - 
probably reading — in kids with 
‘normal 
or higher-than-aver- 
age intelligence, 
she said 
"A child with a learning dis­ 
ability is not emotionally dis­ 
turbed, nor does he have brain 
damage The cause of learning 
disabilities is unknown It’s just 
some little hang-up, maybe 
happening during the mother’s 


pregnancy, or maybe at birth. 
"The important thing is this: 
A kid is in the classroom and — 
even though he’s intelligent — 
he has trouble learning. The 
teacher needs a special skill, a 
special talent, to get around 
tnat disability or to correct it." 
she said. 
Dr. Fullingim. who was coor­ 
dinator of the Institute for Men­ 
ta l H e a lth and P h y s ic a l 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
a t 
T e x a s 
Women s University in Denton, 
explained that the SU program 
she supervises is currently in­ 
structing 52 certified teachers 
on helping students with lear­ 
ning disabilities. 
She said that when those 
teachers complete the course, 
they will be versatile in dealing 
with a variety of learning dis­ 
abilities. 
"The reason for this is that 
one kid might have a learning 
problem because of a visual 
problem: 
He might see the 
word SAW’ instead of WAS 
"With another kid. it might 
be an a u d ito ry p ro b lem 
Instead of hearing the word 
‘CAT,’ he hears ‘COT 
DR. FULLINGIM 
said that 
about 80 percent of the students 
with learning disabilities have 
problems in communication. 
In 1970, she said, the Texas 
E d u c a tio n 
A g e n c y 
im ­ 
plemented Plan A, to provide 
services to students with lear­ 
ning disabilities 
The plan was tested in five 
school systems during the 1970- 
71 school year. Today, 810 
school districts have a program 
modeled after Plan A, and the 
remaining 333 districts in Texas 
are required to develop such a 
program by the fall of 1976. she 
said 
"When Plan A first began, 
teachers were working with 
children with learning dis­ 
abilities just on the basis of 
plain common sense and gump­ 
tion." Dr Fullingim said "But 
now we have more research, 
and the program is closer to a 
science than it was before 
—0— 
PLAN A, she said, stresses 
three points: 
• Discontinue labeling and 
categorizing children. "We stay 


away from pointing out one 
child as m entally retarded, 
another as blind, another as 
deaf — or even as ‘special 
education kids.' We try to think 
in term s of particular needs: 
What can we do to help this 
child learn'’” 
•vShift the emphasis from the 
self-contained special class to 
the m ainstream or regular 
education facilities. "It s im­ 
portant that kids with learning 
disabilities learn to work with 
their peers, to get back into the 
classes when they can,” Dr. 
Fullingim said. 
"We want to have a room or a 
place where children can go to 
get the help they need, but we 
also want to allow them to work 
with ‘normal kids. 
"For example, maybe a kid 
with a learning disability is 
good at writing. In that case, 
when writing class begins, he 
can join the other students. The 
id e a is not to keep him 
isolated.” she said. 
•Shift the emphasis from the 
handicapped condition to the 
educational needs of each child. 
"When I went to school, the 
special education class was 
considered weird 
All the k;ds 
in it w ere labeled ‘special 
education kids 
"They made hundreds of clay 
elephants, but nothing much 
else.” Fullingim said. 
She explained that instead of 
emphasizing a child's handicap, 
the Plan A program will assess 
each child’s individual needs 
and program his education ac­ 
cordingly 


- 0- 


“ WE ASK OURSELVES, 
What can this kid learn to do?’ 
If we can teach him to read, 
then let’s do it If we can teach 
him to just listen, then let s do 
that," she said 
The P lan A approach to 
provide services for students 
with learning disabilities is in­ 
tegrated in the Georgetown 
School system, Fullingim said. 
During the regular school 
year. resource teachers work 
with students with particular 
learning problems. During the 
summer, 
the school district 
operates a testing and evalua­ 


tio n p ro g ra m fo r y o u n g 
s tu d e n ts an d p re -s c h o o l 
children, she explained. 
Dr. F u llin g im said th a t 
failure in school compounds the 
learning disability a student 
might have. 
"That’s why this program 
takes a preventative approach, 
to reach kids who might have 
learning disabilities before they 
even start school,” she said 
In the sum m er program at 
Georgetown, she said, 3-year- 
old children are tested for 
visual problems that might lead 
to learning disabilities. 
Dr. Fullingim said service 
club and civic club members 
might be needed to help with 
the visual screening process. 
Also, volunteers might be 
needed to p ro v id e tr a n s ­ 
portation for the children and 
parents from their homes to the 
screening center at the school, 
she added. 


"CIVIC GROUPS can help by 
human co n tact," 
Fullingim 
said. "P arents are reluctant to 
have someone from the school 
come and pick up their kid and 
take him to be tested. 
"But if it was someone from 
the community — somebody the 
parents have seen before who’s 
providing the transportation, 
then I think we d have more 
participation in the program ." 
She explained that the public 
needs to be educated about the 
learning disabilities program in 
the schools. 
The teachers enrolled in the 
S U program on learning dis­ 
abilities work with the William­ 
son County Special Education 
Cooperative, involving students 
in all the public schools in the 
county 
Fullingim noted that Lear­ 
ning Services Inc., the first 
privately-operated center for 
children in Georgetown with 
learning disabilities will open 
soon. 
"The objective of Learning 
Services Inc. is to supplement 
the public school program on a 
low-cost basis." she said 
Information on the learning 
center is available at 863-6190. 
she added 


"Synthetics are made out of 
oil, and if there s a reduction on 
the amount of oil shipped into 
this country, it will encourage 
the mills to use cotton instead 
of synthetics. Then the price for 
cotton would be competitive." 
In G ranger, farm er John 
Scott Jr. said he usually plants 
500-600 acres in cotton. “This 
year, because of the low prices, 
we've planted it in wheat ’ 
He said he ruled out cotton 
because it s an expensive crop 
Wheat is more of a set price 
commodity, something we have 
more control over.” Scott said. 
He said he will plant his usual 
acreage of milo — about HOO 
acres. What acreage on his 
farm in 1975 will total about 
1300 acres. 
Furtherm ore, Scott said he is 
considered another crop, such 
as sunflowers. 
Scott said that as far as milo 
c o n tra c tin g is co n cern ed , 
"there s still more to be done.” 
He explained that because the 
county is almost assured of 
adequate planting moisture this 
year, “an interesting round of 
milo contracting is coming up." 
ASC executive director Leon 
Shrank said the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture might have 
two program s in store for 
farm ers to encourage cotton 
production. 
F irst of all, the ASC office 
offered farm ers a 27 cent loan 
on each 1974 pound of quality 
cotton. But, Shrank said, the 
USDA has increased the loan 
rate to 34 cents a pound on the 
1975 cotton crop. 
The increase is subject to 
change in August depending on 
the size of the nation’s cotton 
crop, he added. 
Another incentive to cotton 
farm ers, Shrank explained, is 
the prospect of an increase in 
the cotton target price — the 
minimum price farm ers can ex­ 
pect for their crop. 
In 1974, the target price was 
38 cents per pound of cotton. 
Shrank said, however, that 
Congress plans to hold hearings 
on proposals to increase the 
target price to as high as 50 
cents a pound. 
"If that target price increase 
is adopted,” Shrank said, “cot­ 
to n p r o d u c e r s w ould be 
guaranteed insurance against a 
severe financial loss on their 
crop.” 
He ad d e d th a t if lo c al 
farm ers ignore cotton produc­ 
tion in hopes of a better profit in 
milo. there is a possibility that 
some cotton gins in the area 
would fold. 
"Once a gin closes up, it is 
very difficult to start it up 
again.” he said. 
Sonny Green, Route No 4, 
G eorgetow n, p redicted the 
county would decrease its cot­ 
ton production considerably. 
Because a farm er must get at 
least 40 cents a pound on a cot­ 
ton crop to break even, Green 
said, he hasn’t planted any cot­ 
ton in the past two years. 
Green said he will plant about 
260 acres in maize, and that he 
has contracted the crop for 
about $5.25 cwt. 
Milo contracting has fallen 
off, he said. Right now, it s dif­ 
ficult to forward contract a 
milo crop for even $4.25. Green 
added. 
At the Stiles Farm Founda­ 
tion. m anager Calvin Rinn said 
he will plant 500 acres in cotton 
in 1975. "which is slightly less 
than last year, but the same as 
the year before.” 
He said he has contracted 
two-thirds of his maize crop at 
$4.60-$5 40 cwt. 
Rudy Wallin, a Round Rock 
farm er, said he isn t certain 
what he ll plant in 1975 
"There s no m arket for cot­ 
ton." he adm itted 
"We just 
have to wait to see if the price 
goes up ” 
He added that he plans to 
plant cotton anyway, though he 


Soil 
conservation 
stressed 


The Soil Conservation Serv­ 
ice assists Williamson County 
fanners in realizing the max­ 
imum productivity of their land 
while preventing soil erosion, 
Lyle Mc Andrew, local conser­ 
vationist, said recently. 
Stressing the importance of 
land use planning on farm s and 
ranches, McAndrew noted the 
need to practice soil conserva­ 
tion techniques on cropland as 
well as pastures and range 
land. 
He was the guest speaker 
Wednesday at the Georgetown 
Noon Lions Club luncheon. 
M cA ndrew o p e ra te s the 
Georgetown office of the Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS), a 
program of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, 
The SCS helps farm ers plan 
ways to use their land, McAn­ 
drew told the Lions Club. "In 
determining land use, it is es­ 
sential to first determine the 
capabilities of the soil, 
he 
said. 
McAndrew explained that the 
SCS tak es an inventory «of 
different land formations on 
each farm. 
E v ery patch of land is 
classified according to three 
criteria: 
-f Slope. 
-(-Depth of soil. 
-(-Erosion. 
From this study, McAndrew 
said, the SCS suggests to the 
farm er ways to upgrade the 
land by differen t farm ing 
methods, such as terracing, or 
by different crops or uses. 
One goal of the SCS is to plan 
farm land uses to conserve 
water and reduce rainwater 
runoff, he said 
McAndrew noted that during 
a su m m er dry spell near 
L eander, one p astu re was 
suddenly drenched with over 


one inch of rain 
However, 
because the land was so dry and 
b arren , 75 percent of the 
rainwater was lost 
EFFEC TIV E against w ater 
loss and erosion as a good grass 
c o v e r ,’’ M cA ndrew sa id 
"Unless the farm er has some 
way to keep the rainw ater on 
his land, it will just roll off into 
a gully." 
Land in Williamson County is 
capable of absorbing about .75 
inch each hour, he noted 
McAndrew, who has worked 
with the Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice in the county for 22 years, 
said one of the SCS purposes is 
to help farm ers "fin d the 
means to keep water on the 
ground long enough so that it 
can soak in." 
Currently, the SCS is making 
a soil survey of each Texas 
county, he explained When the 
survey is finished in four to five 
years, the SCS will be able to 
advise land developers on possi­ 
ble construction problems. 
McAndrew noted that "if 
developers don’t 
understand 
th e 
s o il, 
th e r e 
c a n 
be 
problems 
In east Williamson County, 
for example, there is a produc­ 
tive top layer of clay over a 
laver of rock, he said 
NOT 
O N LY 
IS 
IT 
IMPORTANT to protect the top 
layer of soil. McAndrew added, 
but it’s also necessary to adapt 
the building foundations and 
roads in that area to a soil for­ 
mation that tends to shift. 
Besides soil conservation, the 
SCS also promotes soil con­ 
ditioning. McAndrew said. 
He explained that years ago, 
a farm er would add a Madrid 
clover or some other nitrogen- 
heavy legume to his crop rota­ 
tion to rep.ace lost nitrogen in 
the soil. 


"When 
nitrogen 
fertilizers 
became available and inexpen­ 
siv e, 
he told the L ions, 
"farm ers got away from that 
practice. 
"But today, the cost of fer­ 
tilizer is terrific and it’s not 
always in plentiful supply. So 
many farm ers are thinking 
about returning to the old 
method of planting M adrid 
clover.” 
The SCS attem pts to work ap 
a conservation and conditioning 
program for each individual 
farm, McAndrew said. 
•Sometimes ifs easy — as in 
the case where a man wants to 
devote his en tire farm to 
grass,” he said. 
But in other cases, it takes 
research and experience to 
come up with a suitable land 
use plan for farms and ranches, 
he added 
Moreover, the profile of the 
Williamson County farm er is 
changing, McAndrew said.

he explained.

McAndrew assists farm ers in 
the two soil and water conser­ 
vation districts in Williamson 
County: The Little River - San 
Gabriel District and the Taylor 
District. 
Another SCS office is located 
in Taylor. 


m ight decrease his acreage 
somewhat. 
There are several reasons 
whv a cropping system with 
both grain sorghum and cotton 
is needed in the Blacklands, 
farm w riter Joe Cole says. He 
explains: 
•It returns crop residue to the 
soil. This helps get better 
utilization of the fertilizer that 
is applied and gives better 
w ater pentration, which im­ 
proves the physical condition of 
the soil and gives better produc­ 
tion. 
•It also helps in the control of 
cotton root rot, and other dis­ 
eases, insects, and weeds. A 
one cropping system of grain 
sorghum would defintely mean 
that within two or three years 
the Blacklands would be in­ 
fested heavily with Johnson 
grass Johnson grass can not be 
controlled very easily on land 
on which grain sorghum is 
growing. If cotton and grain 
sorghum are rotated on this 
land, Johnson grass and other 
weeds can be cleaned up in cot­ 
ton fields. 
•From an economic stand­ 
point. it helps prevent the prac­ 
tice of the old cliche of "putting 
all the eggs in one basket. 
•Cotton farm ers must realize 
th a t if they do too m uch 
switching over to altern ate 
crops they may not have a place 
to gin their cotton if they decide 
to go back to it after two or 
three years. The number of 
operating gins has been drop­ 
ping for several years. If cotton 
acreage continues to drop many 
areas will go out of production, 
due to the shortage of gins. 
The better cotton farm ers 


that are averaging from 400 to 
600 pounds of lint per acre are 
making money in producing 
cotton. The com bination of 
crops in the Blackland area is 
still needed. This will give the 
farm ers a better chance to hit 
on at least one or two crops 
each year, Cole said.

ILLIONS of A m erican vacation­ 
ers refuse to m ake a move, eat 
a bite or spend a dim e without 
first consulting their bibles of 
travel— t he Mobil and AAA guides. But 
w h a t these millions d o n't know about 
these trusted travel m an u als could fill a 
book, or at least an article. How, for e x ­ 
ample, are they to un d erstand why one 
guide m ay rate a hotel as ‘•excellent" 
while the other guide ignores it? Or deal 
_ 
w ith the fact that, for th e m ost part, 
neither Mobil nor AAA inspectors eat 
or sl*ep in the establishm ents they rate? 


The tw o guides are fa r and aw ay the 
m o st successful w orks of their kind in 
the United States, selling o r distributing 
ab o u t 15 million copies a year. Accord­ 
ing to AAA estim ates, its readers alone 
acco u nt for 20 per cent of th e alm ost 
$40 billion spent every y e a r on dom estic 
travel. E xxon’s "V acation G uide” is a 
new contender, and runs a poor third to 
th e old-timers. (Sec box on Page 26.) 


The Big Two have this m uch in co m ­ 
mon: 
Their 
inspectors 
m ake 
yearly 
checks on all listed establishm en ts (21,* 
OOO for Mobil; 15,000 for AAA), and are 
trained to follow m eticulous, system atic 
inspect i m procedures. Otherw ise, the 
"Mobil Travel Guide” ($2 95) and the 
"AAA TourBook" (free to m em bers) are 
very different animals.

Its 16 5-million m em bers have a 
pow erful lobby in W ashin gton and ar-* 
allow ed as m any copies of the "AAA 
T ourB ook” (a 12-book series) as they 
wish. Last year AAA p rin te d and d is­ 
tributed 13.5 million. 


Motels, hotels and re sta u ra n ts th a t 
m eet AAA stan dard s can becom e m em ­ 
bers for a fee of from $200 to $325, d e ­ 
pending on their size. E very m em ber is 
listed in the appro priate "T ourB ook" in 
bold type with the AAA em blem by its 
side; a com m ercial m e m b e r m ay also 
p u rchase advertising space in the guide­ 
book and an AAA sign for outd oo r dis­ 
play. Only hostelries are rated ; restau­ 
ra n ts are simply listed. 


If an establishm ent qualifies for listing 
b ut does not wish to join the AAA, it 
will be rated like any AAA m em ber, but 
it will have to forego the bold print, the 
AAA emblem, any adv ertising in the 
guidebook and use of th e AAA sign in 
an y form, AAA spo kesm en and inspec­ 
tors claim th at fees and advertising 
h a v e nothing to do w ith an establish­ 
m e n t’s 
given 
rating. 
H ow ever, 
since 
AAA inspectors also act as advertising 
and 
m em bership salesm en, there are 
those within the travel indu stry w ho 
question the objectivity of the ratings. 
Both Mobil and AAA have long and 
stro n g links with the hotel and motel in­ 
du stry . but AAA is considered to be 
m ore lenient than Mobil to w ard their 
listed hostelries “W h en a p roperty has 
b e e r established for a n u m b er of years 
a t a certain rating, it is hard to drop it 
d o w n a notch.” says Ja ck W a tc h o m , an 
AAA field representative. “To drop a 
grade, there has to b e really stinking 
m ain ten an ce. It happ en s very seldom ” 


AAA inspectors w o rry ab o u t pleasing 
th eir “ av erag e” reader, w h o m they see 
as 
the 
archetypal 
A m erican 
tourist. 
“W h en I go into a hotel dt m otel,” says 
W a tc h o m , "I alw ays im agine m y idea­ 
lized AAA traveler’s reaction. I have a 
very clear picture of w h a t he is like. He 
is the conservative type, an experienced 
traveler, usually with a fam ily group. He 
is n ot a young sw inger; he w ou ld n ’t 
even k now w h at a sw inger does. He can 


afford to spend a good deal of money 
and he w a n ts to k n o w before he goes.” 


He is also im agined to hav e a predispo­ 
sition to w ard hotels w ith things. ‘‘Facili­ 
ties,’* frays Jack R oberts, an AAA offi - 
curt, "h a v e the' g re a te st w eig h t in our 
ratings.

should have good service, a sw im m ing 
pool, air-conditioning, a color TV in the 
room , fine room quality, and w hatever 
th e com m on facilities are in th a t area.” 
W h en a field rep re sen tativ e believes

several friends have “an d m o st think it's 
very good.” (Marion S tevens had told 
me th a t field rep resentatives are enco u r­ 
aged to taste the food in the kitchens 
they evaluate, but Ruiter feels th at “ if a 
place offers, w e taste, but we don 't like 
to push for it.") 


the w ork w as passed o n to h e r nephew ,

Mobil’s 
inspectors

special con su ltan ts do dine a t all five- 
sta r an d at m an y of the fo u r-star restau­ 
rants, and at places w h ere th ere is a se­ 
rious question about the rating. 


“O u r em phasis is on cleanliness,” says 
Mrs. Stevens. (So m uch so th a t field in­ 
sp e cto rs are encou rag ed to c a rry pocket 
m irrors arou n d with th e m — to check o u t 
th e undersid e of all toilet-bowl rims.) 
T h e cleanliness fixation ex ten d s to 
M obil’s restau ran t ratings. "W e m ay 
h ave been inspired by 'Guide Michelin,’ ” 
says S tev en Mera, directo r of th e M era 
E ditorial Group, "but w e d on ’t ra te the 
same. S om e places w ith really great 
food w e m ight not rate at all, because 
th ey ’re dirty. T h at sam e place m ight be 
rated 
quite 
differently 
by 
Michelin. 
W e’re ju st n o t trying to do the sam e 
thing .” 
However, cleanliness is n o t th e only 
determ ining facto r for a rating. M any 


excellent eateries in New Y o rk ’s China­ 
tow n, for exam ple, are n o t likely to be 
included rn the "Mobil Travel Guide.” 
“Thp a \e r a g e tourist would be disap­ 
p ointed with C hinatow n re sta u ra n ts be­

tions] industry.” 


After the inspection, the field rep re­ 
sentatives for both AAA an d Mobil sug­ 
gest a rating. At AAA, th a t “ suggestion” 
is alm ost an iron-clad rating, but at Mo­ 
bil, the field in sp ectors’ suggested r a t­ 
ings are ju st p art of the final rating d e­ 
liberations. Mera Editorial G roup em ­ 
ploys office-based “ p re ra te rs” w h o cull 
thro ug h all the available travel litera­ 
ture, as well as letters from "Mobil 
G uide” r e a d e r s — 10,000 to 15,000 each 
y e a r— m ost in the form of a com m en t 
sheet attach ed to all "G uides.” "O ver 
the years," says Stevens, "som e readers 
h av e g o tten to be regulars, and we often 
rely on their o bservations. W e check 
an d file all the letters for reference, and 
w e use them every y ear If ten people 
w rite that 
som eplace w e have 
rated 
three stars is just terrible, you begin to 
w o n d er if it isn’t just terrible.” Finally, 
w ith p rera te r and insp ecto r reco m m en ­ 
d ations in hand, either Steven M era or 
Alan R uiter will m ake the final rating.

Exxon’s Entry 


E x x on 's

along m am routes leading in and 
out of these vacation areas, all 
o th er cities are sim ply ignored. 
H ow ever, probably no o ther n a ­ 
tional guide gives b e tte r coverage 
of the nation’s sta te and national 
parks. E xxon’s section on N orth 
C a ro lin a’s O u ter Banks, for ex­ 
am ple. is much m ore helpful than 
either AAA’s o r Mobil’s N orth C a r­ 
olina listings of individual towns. 


E x x o n ’s “G uide” is prepared by 
General D rafting’ Co . Inc. in Con- 
vent Station, N.J.; Mora Editorial 
Group, which prepares the Mobil 
m anuscript, also furnishes much 
of the Exxon gu id eb oo k’s raw data. 
It is presently available free only to 
the 500.000 m em bers of the Exxon 
Travel Club, m ade up of Exxon 
ciedit-card holders. B u t soon, offi­ 
cials say, the Travel Club will sta rt 
a m em bership drive to include non- 
Exxon credit-card chargers. — L.S. 


oniv six got the top rating of five stars.) 
Because of its am bitious restau rant- 
ratsng task, Mobil has .special problem s 
and 
procedures. 
It 
autom atically 
re­ 
moves from its guide any restau ran t 
that changes o w n ersh ip or (for the b e t­ 
ter ones) chef. Tile place is re-reviewed 
a vear later and, if it sta n d s up, placed 
b ack in the book. (Mobil has a sim ilar 
rule for hotels and motels) Also, to 
double-check som e of the findings of 
field inspectors, Mera em ploys !2 p a r t­ 
time food con sultants to dine incognito 
al various restauran ts. None of the hired 
go u rm ets know who the others are, and 
they vary in profession— one is a m o n e­ 
tary econom ist in a New York bank, a n ­ 
other is an engineering professor al 
Stanford University 


The idea of rating Am erican hostelries 
and restau ran ts nationally began only 
17 years ago. Marion and Alden Stevens, 
auth ors of “The Stevens A m erica,” a 
trave! guide published in 1950, co n ta c t­ 
ed Simon and S ch u ster ab o u t doing a n ­ 
o th er travel book. Max L. Schuster had 
becom e enam o ured of F rance’s “Guide 
.M ichelin” and he offered the Stevenses 
th e chance to do a 
"M ichelin” -style 
guide for the United S tates. After m uch 
negotiation, M agnolia Oil (later incor­ 
porated into Mobil) agreed to finance 
the venture. Since M agnolia’s territory 
covered A rkansas, Louisiana, Oklahom a, 
T ex as and New Mexico, th at w as the 
area covered bv the first pocket-sized 
1958-59 "Mobil Guide.” 


W hen the S tev en ses w ere first co n ­ 
tracted to produce the “ Mobil Trave! 
Guide,” 
they 
hired 
nine 
people 
and 
trained them , paying them $1.75 an in­ 
spection. The operation has expanded 
and grow n since, and the inspection fee 
ranges from $4.50 to $8, depending on 
the am ount of traveling required. F'ekl 
inspectors are generally teachers and 
g radu ate students, who usually w ork 
the three-m onth sum m er stint. These re­ 
p resen tatives (there w ere 75 last su m ­ 
m er) are trained in a three-day c rash 
course, and sent on their way. 


AAA em ploys over 50 full-time field 
inspectors to cover the United States, ad 
of whom go th rou gh a nine-week train ­ 
ing period, m uch of it oh the road with 
an experienced staffer. 


The AAA did not exactly jum p o n to 
the 
rating 
band w ago n. 
They 
wdVe 
pushed into publishing the!" first rated 
guide in 1964, they adm it, by their m e m ­ 
bers T h e private auto club had been 
publishing a list of travel accom m oda 
tions since the 1920’s, but had never a t ­ 
tem p ted to ra te them . “W e resisted the 
idea,” says Ja c k Roberts. “W e knew r a t­ 
ing w ould cau se u s problem s; it did not 
ex actly e n d e a r u s to th e acco m m o d a­ 
tions indu stry .” T h e AAA has no plans, 
or desire, to rate restau ran ts. 


All the travel guides’ biggest problem 
is m oney, but no one is talking ab ou t 
ex actly h ow m uch it costs to put out a 
fully revised series each year. 
“W e alw ays ran on a shpestring.” said 
Mrs 
Stevens of her y ears with Mobil. 
“The people in the field w ere underpaid 
all the time. And Mobil alw ay s had the 
q u ain t idea th at the books should m ak e 


m oney.” 
But plans for guides steam ahead, in 
spite of the looming financial and en er­ 
gy crunch. N ext spring Mobil plans to 
bring out the “Mobil City V acation an d 
Business Guide,” w hich will be c o m ­ 
pletely different from tty? existing series 
and will focus on the n atio n ’s 47 m ost- 
visited cities. “M ore A m ericans h a v e 
traditionally v acatio ned in the c o u n try 
than in the city,” says Frank Breen, 
m arketin g pro gram s m a n a g e r for Mobil. 
“W e think th at m ay change soon, b e ­ 
cau se people will be conserving fuel and 


driving less." 
The AAA and Mobil’s im pact on th e 
U .S . hotel and motel in dustry is undeni­ 
ably enorm ous. The AAA claim s th a t 
its m em bers alone spen t $8-billion on 
v acations in A m erica in 1970, $4.1-bil’ion 
of th at on food and lodging. According 
to the U .S . Travel D ata Center, in 1972 
A m ericans spent a total of $6.4-bil1ion 


on com m ercial lodging. 
But which of the Big T w o has m ore 
clout? In term s of sheer num bers, the 
AAA, with its distribution of 13.5 m il­ 
lion “TourB ooks” (com pared to Mobil’s 
less than a million copies), is w ay ah ead 
of the 
game. 
But 
in 
the 
reputation 
stakes, Mobil seem s to have the edge, a t 
least w ithin the industry. 
“ Mobil is m ore prestigious than AAA.” 
says Julian J. Abio, general m an ag er of 
D allas’s Fairm ont Hotel, which has been 
aw ard ed five stars by Mobil and only an 
“ excellent” by AAA. “AAA is very good, 
b ut it is geared m ore to the average m o­ 
to rist’s point of view .” A n u m b e r * of 
o th er luxury hotel m an ag ers shared his 


view. 
In the final analysis, w h a t is the dollar 
valu e of a Mobil star, an AAA “ o u t­ 


sta n d in g ”— or even a listing in eith er 
b ook? In Cincinnati, which boasted of 
three five-star re sta u ra n ts in 1973 and 
only one in 1974, the change in ratin g 
has hardly affected the re sta u ra n t b u si­ 


ness. 
“W e ’re a few dollars ahead this year, 
but 
not 
m uch,” 
said 
Dave 
S p 'tzer, 
spokesm an fo r the G ourm et, w h ich lost' 
one sta r last year. “ But the fo u r-star 
aw ard is in m y d esk draw er; I d o n ’t 
have it on the w all.” 
At Pigail’s, w hich dropped fro m five 
sta rs right o u t of th e book because of 
th e loss of the chef, o w n er Donald G. 
W hittle noted. “W e’re all in the sam e 
boat; w e’re all in an econom ic pinch.” 


But he added th a t his business w as 
“ slightly up ” Lee C om isar, co-o w ner of 
the M aisonette, C incin nati’s sole five- 
sta r survivor, said th at his guest co u nts 
are up five per cen t this year. 
For sheer good business, say the Mobil 
people, it is b e tte r for a hotel or re s ta u ­ 
ra n t to be given one or two stars. "Fotlr- 
and five-star places d o n ’t need m uch 
help," said Mera. “ In term s of th e a v e r ­ 
age traveler, it is probably best, to be 
tw o stars— b ecause it’s b etter th an one, 
but the average g uy will think it’s c h e a p ­ 
er than a three- o r fo ur-star place.” 
Adds the F airm on t's Abio: "S o m etim es 
quality d o esn ’t equal revenue. T here are 
no five-star Holiday Inns, bp t they m ake 
a heck of a lot of m o n ey .” 
Overall, d o the rating guides do a fair 
job? “It is subjective, there is n o q u es­ 
tio n,” ad m its Stevens. “W hen you have 
70 or 80 people, y o u ’ll have 70 o r 80 dif­ 
ferent opinions. A nd the only w a y to do 
a really adequ ate job on. r e sta u ra n ts is 
to eat a t all of them , several times. A ny­ 
thing short of th a t do esn ’t d o the ratin g 
justice. But w e a re the m o st a d e q u a te 
guide there is around. One thing, yo u 
know. If the ‘Mobil Travel G uide’ says 
a restau ran t is one star, you k n o w not 
to expect too m uch— hut you will have 
an adequate meal, and you w o n ’t be poi­ 
soned.”

The fourth side would be a 
backdrop of tall pecan trees with the river in the 
near distance. 
The stage would be supported by rock-faced 
concrete block piers on a concrete foundation. A 
conical roof supported by 10-foot wooden posts 
would protect the stage. 
The Bicentennial Commission plans to install 
permanent lighting fixtures in the rafters of the 
bandstand, with safety lights at the bottom of 
the steps leading up to the stage. 
Wiring and plugs for lights and other equipment 
are also provided for in the plans. 


Commissioners 
seek depositories 


Williamson County Commissioners decided 
Friday morning to meet with the county s 
bankers and savings and loan personnel to have 
a w ork sessio n co n c ern in g the county 
depositories for the period of April I, 1975 to 
March 31, 1977. 
The workshop is scheduled for 1:30 p.rn Jan. 
30. A letter will be sent to bank officials explain­ 
ing th e p ro c e d u re in se le c tin g County 
Depositories. 
COUNTY FUNDS to be deposited will total 
approximately $500,000 throughout the year, 
County Auditor Ben Kurio estimated. He ex­ 
plained that the amount varies throughout the 
year and that some of the funds are in bonds, 
others in Revenue Sharing and others in reserve. 
Kurio said that he is awaiting a decision from 
the Texas attorney g eneral’s office as to 
whether or not Federal Deposit Insurance Cor­ 
poration coverage can be pledged in lieu of 
securities. 
ANOTHER RULING is expected from the at­ 
torney general's office as to whether county 
funds may be placed on tim e deposit in savings 
and loan associations. 
Garry Hinesley, president of the Citizens State 
Bank in Georgetown, told the commissioners 
that interest rates on deposits are fluctuating on 
a daily basis now 
He said Friday that Citizens was paying seven 
and one-half percent on 30 day deposits, but that 
rate may drop He said New York banks were 
paying six and three-fourths percent interest 
Friday morning 
Because of the fluctuating market, Hinesley 
said that his bank is paying more for 30 day 
Another aspect of the program is that persons deposits than for time deposits 
with definite alcohol problems are sent to 
Alcoholics Anonymous. C arter defined the 
difference in this program and AA as being for 
the ‘social drinker” whereas the AA members 
usually have a much more serious problem 


Commissioner Wesley Foust said, “ We ll go 
with the daily market, or that’s how I feel. 
Any banker desiring his bank to be a county 
depository is required to make application 
before the Feb IO deadline.
